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Continuation of 1 1 . The Applicant arguments are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Jurisdiction selection feature in Lexis is a convenience feature so that the user does not have to enter the 
frequently used search criteria each time the user requests a search. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this, since a user may 
actually want to reset the Jurisdiction for each search depending on the type of authority (binding or persuasive) that the user is looking for 
in researching his legal issue. So, the user would actually be selecting which databases the user would want to search for a particular 
case. Furthermore, Lexis charges users based on which databases the user searches. A full search in all the databases costs more than a 
specific search in a particular database. 

The Applicant argues that the database selection is one of the search criteria. Even assuming this is the case, only the user selected 
database is being searched in Lexis to determine the optimal results for the user, and the user is only charged by Lexis for the specific 
database searched by the user. Therefore, the Jurisdiction selection in Lexis does teach "pre-defining one or more user-selectable limiting 
factors in a recommender system that limit optimal processing characteristics of a recommendation-generating process implemented in the 
recommender system" as claimed. 

While the Examiner agrees that some of the factors disclosed in Lexis such as KWIC search etc are limiting the results after theresults 
have already been processed, other factors in Lexis regarding Jurisdiction selections, are done prior to conducting a search in a database 
and may be done later as well. For example, a user can select sources such as state court cases, Federal and State case law, MO 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals Cases, and only the selected source databases will be searched for the user provided query. And, 
these are therefore clearly optimal processing characteristics of a recommendation generating process that pertain to the operation of the 
device to search specific databases to produce the results and not to simply the presentation of the results in a particular manner. 
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
